Shovels and Loaded on Cars 
In the foothills of the-Rocky Moun: 
tains, southwest of Edson, -Alberta, on 
{ihe Canadian National Railways, there 
are some remarkable deposits of semi- 
bituminous coal. These deposits lie! 
lin great hills, the seams being from 
50 to 150 feet deep and the coal is 
loaded on: to the railway ‘cars. with 
steam shovels after being loosened by 
means of powder. ‘The overburden of 
earth, four to twenty feet in depth, is 
first removed, exposing the great beds 
of coal for the mining operations. 
Two of the mines are now able.to 
ship out 50 carloads every eight! 
hours, but this can easily be doubled. 
The cars are run alongside’ the im- 
mense walls of coal for loading. These 
deposits are in the Brazeau field, one 
of the most extensive in Alberta.
